Judge W. C. Sheely this afternoon 
dismissed a charge of driving an 
overloaded coal truck a a inst Harry 
K. Ely, Washington, D. C., and 
placed the casts of the case upon 
the county. 
The charge was dis­ 
missed for lack of sufficient evi­ 
dence. 
Hearing of the 
case occupied 
nearly two hours at the morning 
and afternoon sessions of court to­ 
day. 
The prosecutor. Borough Of­ 
ficer D. J Wolff, was represented by 
Eugene V. Bulleit, Esq., while Ely 
had J. Donald Swope and Edgar K 
Markley, Esq., as his counsel. 
Ely had been first arrested Oc­ 
tober 26, 1936, when Officer Wrolff 
weighed his truck and found it to 
carry

gross weight of 19.789 
pounds. The charge was laid before 
Justice of the Peace John C. Shealer 
who the next day dismissed the case 
without the knowledge of the prose­ 
cutor.

Bream was injured when his car 
crashed into the rear of a loaded 
coal truck five miles south of Camp 
Hill on the Gettysburg-Harrisburg 
road at 12:30 o’clock this morning. 
Bream was returning from Harris­ 
burg when the 
accident occurred. 
He was unaccompanied. 
H i g h w a y 
Patrolman 
George 
j O’Day, of the Harrisburg substation, 
| who 
investigated 
the 
accident, 
! stated that he expects to 
lay a 
j charge of reckless 
driving against 
Bream as a result of the crash. He 
! said that in the course of his in­ 
vestigation Earl D. Latsha, 24, 3354 
North Sixth street, Harrisburg, told 
him that he had been driving at a 
speed of ten miles an hour toward 
Gettysburg when Bream crashed in­ 
to the rear of his truck. 
Bream Describe*, Accident 
The officer said that when he ar­ 
rived at the scene rear clearer,**** 
lights on the truck were burring, 
but the tail light had been smAshed 
and it was impossible to tell y/hether 
it had been burning when the acci­ 
dent occurred. 
Tills morning Bream 
told Cor­ 
poral J. G Warren of the local sub­ 
station, who went to thte hospital 
for Bream's version of the collision, 
that he had met a carr coming in 
the opposite direction, the lights of 
which had partially banded him. As 
the other car passed, Bream stated 
that he saw the truck immediately 
in front of him on tihe highway and 
that there was not sufficient space 
In which to stop. 
Bream was of th<* opinion that the 
truck had not becurl moving, but was 
parked on the h(/L He said that he 
hag! seen no lights on the rear of 
til** truck. 
The accident occurred on a new 
stretch of highway that cuts off an 
old section on Winding Hill. 
Tile road was covered with ice 
when the aocident occurred. 
Latsha attid that as soon as the 
crash occurred he brought his truck 
to a stop>. leaped out and ran to 
the rear of his vehicle where he 
found I he Bream car. a new sedan, 
Jamme d under the rear end of the 
truck. He stated that Bream’s head 
had been thrust through the wind­ 
shield by the impact. 
Vehicles Wedged Together 
After Bream was removed from 
t tie car, lie was taken to the of­ 
fice of a Mechanicsburg physician 
where he received treatment and 
then asked to be brought to Get­ 
tysburg. 
The name of the man 
who took Bream to Mechanicsburg 
and then later brought him here has 
not been learned. Bream had been 
removed from the scene before Pa­ 
trolman O'Day arrived to begin his 
investigation. 
The two vehicles were wedged 
tightly together. 
Damage to tile 
Bream car was estimated at more 
than $300, while the truck, with the 
rear axk* broken and both rear 
wheels off. is said to have been 
damaged to the extent of about 
$100. 
The front end of the sedan 
was crushed. 
Last fall Bream suffered a frac­ 
ture of the right ankle when he 
fell while alighting from a moving 
automobile 
Only recently had he 
begun to recover use of the ankle. 
Bream’s car w'as towed to a Har­ 
risburg garage. The truck, too, had 
to be towed from the scene.

INDIAN BOY, 6, 
ESCAPES FROM 
LIVING DEATH 


Muskogee, Okla. (AP)—At the age 
of six, black-haired Adoniram Jud­ 
son Iglesias, a San Blas Indian boy 
from Central America, has escaped 
burial alive and being sold into 
slavery. 
A waif of undetermined paren­ 
tage condemned to die 
by 
tribal 
custom, he was adopted by Mrs. A. 
Iglesias, an 
American 
missionary 
who had married an Indian. 
She sent him to Brooklyn for 
safe-keeping until 
he 
was 
five. 
When he returned, 
however, 
the 
tribal leaders had not forgotten 
him and they asked that his life 
be forfeit. 
Mrs. Iglesias appealed 
for 
aid, 
and Dr. B. D. Weeks, president of 
Bacone Indian school here offered 
a haven for the lad. As Mrs. Igle­ 
sias prepared to send the boy to 
this country, he 
was 
kidnapped 
by Indians. Three months later he 
was rescued as he was about to be 
sold into slavery. 
With his foster brother, Claudio j 
Iglesias, the boy was sent to New , 
York. 
Immigration 
laws did not : 
provide for admittance of Indians, j 
but Oklahoma legislators in Wash­ 
ington 
persuaded 
immigration 
authorities to grant the boys’ en- j 
trance. 
Prank Thompson, 
Bacone liter­ 
ary instructor, said the boys learned 
quickly the customs of the United j 
States. 
Describing his studies, Adoniram ! 
said: 
“Study, 
write 
and 
read. 
No j 
spell.” 
He likes 
ice 
cream, 
football- 
and blonde hair. 


Man-Made Vegetables 
Sought by Scientists 


By William Boring 
AP Feature Service Writer 
Charleston, S. C.—Made-to-order 
vegetables are being produced here 
at the first 'government regional 
breeding laboratory opened under 
provisions of the Bankhead-Jones 
act. 
Dr. C. F. Poole, laboratory cytol­ 
ogist, for instance, is working with 
cauliflower. 
There is a good commercial vari­ 
ety of cauliflower which southern 
farmers no doubt would grow, he 
says, were it not for the fact that it 
matures late and hence is exposed 
to frost. 
An Indian cauliflower which ma­ 
tures about two months earlier, but 
which does not have the good head 
of the American variety, has been 
imported. 
Laboratory workers propo.se to 


native melons. The foreign melons, 
he says, do not have the delicious 
quality of domestic melons, but lab­ 
oratory workers hope to obtain a 
fruit combining the good qualities 
of the American and the disease 
resistance of the foreign varieties. 
At present laboratory workers are 
concerned with building up disease 
resistance in the tomato. Dr. Poole 
says diseases constitute the chief 
problem of tomato growers in the 
south because the warmer climate 
allows them to linger from season 
to season.

Hitler’s Pretty Friend Exempt 
From Back-To-The-Kitchen Edict

Berlin 
(AP)—“There is always 
one exception to the rule,” Lent 
Riefenstahl 
argued 
when 
she 
brushed aside her parents’ objections 
15 years ago and went on the stage. 
Dancing and acting her way into 
Adolph Hitler's exclusive circle, the 
plumber’s daughter, who has become 
Germany’s film czarina, is the out­ 
standing exception now to the ruth­ 
less, naxi, back-to-the-kitchen-with- 
women drive. 
Because Der Fuehrer goes to her 
tea parties and frequently includes 
her among his dinner guests, there 
has been much whispering of a ro­ 
mance. But 29-year-old Miss Rie­ 
fenstahl credits her glamorous ca­ 
reer to factors other than this 
friendship. “It was enthusiasm and 
confidence,” she says, ‘‘that created 
facts.” 
Becam e Dancer At 14 
She first appeared on the stage 
in Munich, as a dancer, when only 
14, and later danced in Berlin, 
Praha, Cologne and Dresden with 
fair success. 
Waiting for a subway train on 
the way to a hospital for treatment 
of an Injured knee, Miss Riefenstahl 
was fascinated by a placard adver­ 
tising a mountain film, “Berg des 
Schicksals” (Mountain of Fate), in 
which Luis Trenker was starring. 
Forgetting the knee injur}’, she 
went to see the film, then packed 
her bags and set out for the Bava­ 
rian Alps to meet Trenker and be­ 
come an actress. 
One year later she made her debut 
in “The Holy Mountain" and quick­ 
ly became one of Germany's leading j 
players. She starred in “The White 
Hell of PIZ Palu,” “SOS Iceberg” (a 
Greenland epic) and several other 
films. 
Famous For Her Daring 
Despite mishaps involving broken 
knuckles and frostbitten legs, Miss 
Riefenstahl became noted for play­ 
ing c\en dangerous roles without a 
double. 
She is a remarkable skier 
and mountain climber. 
For years mountain cabins and 
Greenland tents took the place of 
her studio dressing rooms. 
Today she has an attractively fur­ 
nished apartment in Berlin’s fash­ 
ionable west end (her future home 
in Da bien, clast- to Max Sehmeling’s 
mansion, is 
under construction), 
where a big car with a Munich Ii- | 
cense and blackshirted bodyguards 
often has parked while guests filled 
her Jiome for tea parties.

Secret!veness Futile 
News leaked out, however, that 
the “Gnaedige Frau” was being in­

In 1933 Hitler authorized her to 
make the films of all party conven­ 
tions in Nurnberg, much to the 
consternation of Germany’s other 
directors. 
In 1935 Hitler conferred 
upon her the German Aim prize 
for her picture of the 1934 congress. 
Benito Mussolini gave her an Italian 
prize for the same job. 
Last year she had the commission 
to put the entire Olympic games 
into a super-talkle; 1,700,000 feet 
of film were shot at a cost which 
still remains the secret of the Ger­ 
man finance ministry. Editing and 
completion of the film is expected 
to take two years. 
Shy About Personal Affairs 
When and how Leni Riefenstahl 
and Hitler met is the subject of 
much speculation. The common tale 
has it that Der Fuehrer, who is said 
to have admired her screen work 
long before, met her in 1934 at the 
premiere of "The Blue Light.” Miss ' 
Riefenstahl wrote, financed, directed 
and acted in that film. 
She is shy about discussing per- j 
sonal affairs even with friends of 
long standing.
